FIRE ON THE MEADOWS. 


Lagomarsino's Dwellia Houle Des- 
treyed by Fire—A Visitor Whe 
‘Lest All His Valuables. 


On Sunday morning last, about 10 
o'clock the dwelliog-house on the 
ranch of L. M. Lagomarsino & Co, 
about seven miles from Reno, was 
destroyed by fire, together with its 


8% | contents. At the time the fire broke 


out the owners were oat in a field get- 
tingin their hay crop. A man who 
was On a load of hay called out to his 
companions below. that there was 
something wrong at the house, as he 
saw smoke coming out of the end op- 
posite that at which the stovepipe was 
situated. A raceto the house en- 
tied. The first man to reach it threw 
open the door, when the flames poured 
out and drove him back. About a 
dozen men‘tried in various ways to 
get into the house to save their clothes 
and other effects, but everything was 
destroyed. According to the Znter- 
prise nothing was saved except three 
small cheeses that were in the cellar. 
The owners of the ranch say they have 
not attempted to figure up their loss. 
In the cellar was stowed away the 
seed-wheat for next year, thirty sacks 
9} of dried peas put away for seed, and a 
large quantity of butter, cheese, milk, 
and tools and utensils ot various 
kinds. Had the fire reached’ the barn, 
however, the loss would have been ten 
times what it was. Through saving a 
large chicken house, which stood mid- 
way between house and barn, the lat- 
ter was saved, water being carried in 
buckets from a creek that runs past 
the building. B. Dellepiane of Vir- 
ginia was visiting Lagomarsino at the 
time. While he was out hunting, 
the house of his friend was destroyed 
by fire and with it his overcoat, his 
insurance papers and other valuable 
papers, a lot of underclothing and all 
the money he carried with him, ex- 
cept a silver dollar, which he raked 
out of the ruins.

Second Day of the Meeting---Magzgie C. 
Wins the 2.27 Purse. 


* SACRAMENTO, Sept. 20. 

Epttor GAzETTE:— We had the first 
grand parade this morning. It was 
fine, and there was stock enough to 
reach entirely around the one-mile 
race track. I counted ninety-eight 
head of cattle, of all grades, and some 
of them, in fact most of them, were 
beauties of their kind. There were 
six double carriage teams, but finer 
stock can be seen in Golden Gate 
Park almost any day.

Star King won the first heat in 2:32, 
and also the second heat in 2:27. 

In the second race four horses were 
entered, viz: Ashley, Bateman, Ab- 
botsford and Brigadier. Brigadier 
won the first heat in 2:25. It was a 
good race, all coming in even and un- 
der the whip. There is a live man 
Managing the races to-day, and the 
races are called quickly, the second 
race being called while the first is 
cooling off.
